Didn’t Strike, Merely Accused. 

Looking, down into Cole's face, while 
still keeping a tight grip on his shoul- 
der, he melodramatically exclaimed: 

“You have ruined my home!”’ 

That was the full extent of the irate 
husband's revenge. He did not strike 
or threaten to strike Cole. Having 
thundered the one accusing sentence, he 
turned and hurried down the stairs. The 
two mysterious men followed him.

An hour 
later he was refusing to give out Inter- 
views at his residence, 3705 Lindell bou-

Two 
hours after the confrontation Burt ar- 
rived there. Mrs. Burt throws the man- 
tle of domestic secrecy around what 
happened when she and her husband 
met. 

Wife Accompanies Him to Train.

Albert Merk Shot Watchman and 
Beat Comrade With Ball Bat 
in Training School.

BOONVILLE, Mo., Sept. 9.—An in- 
formation charging murder was filed to- 
day against Albert Merk, a prisoner. in 
the Missouri Training School for Boys. 
He was given into custody of the Sher- 
iff of Cooper County. and placed in jail. 

Merk quarreled with Dale Flora, a 
Kansas City youth, during a ball game 
or Labor day. Merk hit Flora with a 
bat, inflicting injuries of which he died 
Saturday. 

A game of baseball was in progress 
between inmates of thé Training School, 
when Merk got into a quarrel with Flo- 
ra, 20 years old. 

Suddenly Merk was seen to pick up a 
baseball bat and strike Flora two heavy 
blows on the head. Flora was taken 
tos the school hospital and never re- 
gained consciousness. 

It is said that Merk seemed. but little 
concerned over the outcome of the in- 
juries he had inflicted on his comrad”. 
and later played ball in 200 feet of 
where Flora fell. 

He has been turned over to Sheriff 
Gault, here. 

Merk is serving an indeterminate sen- 
tence for killing Deputy Marshal Frank 
W. Guinard of Maplewood last October. 

Merk was tried in St. Louis last fal! 
for killing Guinard. He coolly shot 
Guinard the night of Oct. 30, 1911, when 
the Marshal attempted to arrest him at 
his home, 5566 Swan avenue. 

At the time that Merk, then only 15, 
killed Guinard, the latter had called at 
the boy’s home to arrest him on a 
charge of disturbing the pehc: in Ma- 
plewood the night previous. 

A patrolman watched the front door 
while Guinard went around to the rear. 
Merk had a pistol he had bought the 
day before from a tramp for a dollar. 

He fired two shots into Guinard’s ab- 
domen, snapped the weapon at the pa- 
trolman and then escaped. For a month 
he was a fugitive, and, after wandering 
as far as Texas, was capturéd in Law- 
rence, Kan. Guinard died seven days 
after he was shot. 

Merk had been sent to the Industria} 
School four times, set fire to a jail at 
Pacific, made a jail break at Clayton 
and escaped from Deputy Sheriffs at 
Jefferson City.

CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—Jules Vedrines, 
driving a Deperdussin monoplane, 
was the first contestant to start in 
the race for the James Gordon Ben-

Driving without a stop, he finished 
the course of 124.8 miles in 70 min- 
utes 56.85 seconds. 

Verdine’s average speed was about 
105.5 miles an hour, almost, but not quite, 
equal to his previous record. He com- 
pleted his spin before noon, flying 3 
times over the 4.14-mile course as smooth- 
ly as a swallow veers around a church 
spire. The time taken by laps showed 
he kept up a fairly even speed. In the 
first lap he aarti the four miles in 2m. 
2¢ 5-8s. 

America’s Hope in Thompson. 

Hope that America still may have a 
chance of retaining for another year 
the James Gordon Bennett trophy which 
was won by Charles T. Weymann at the 
Isle of Sheppy, England, last year, and 
which is the symbol of world suprem- 
acy, are centered in De Lioyd Thomp- 
son, 

Thompson this afternoon will attempt 
a flight in a Nieuport monoplane. It is 
generally believed, however, his machine 
will be unable to exceed 70 miles an 
hour. Uncertainty existed whether any 
uf the other American contestants would 
be able to start. 

“J Have Won the Trophy.” 

“I have won the trophy,” exclaimed 
Vedrines, when he returned to the han- 
gar. ‘‘That is practically certain. There 
is no other machine on the field that 
can approach my time. It means mucb 
to France. Three times before France, | 
which has taken such a prominent part 
in aviation, has seen the trophy cap- 
tured by either America or England.. 
Now I think we have it.”’ 

With the American defender, built by 
a syndicate to compete in this race, 
withdrawn on the eve of the race, the, 
big prize was practically conceded to 
France. 

A disagreement as to who should drive 
the American defender‘ caused the ma- 
chine to be withdrawn. 

The French team had three mono- 
planes, each with a speed of more 
than 100 miles an hour With the 
one machine on which a mertes had 
banked its hopes withdrawn, the 
aviators representing this country 
say that 70 miles an hour is the best 
any of the American machines to 
be used in the races can make.

DECLARES 


G. V. R. Mechin Says Fraud Is 
as Plain‘as in Noted William 
Marsh Rice Case.

Throwing Out of Illinois Docu- 
ment Would Put 600 “Heirs” 
on Common Ground. 


The document which purports to be 
Jeremiah Moynihan’s will, and which 
bequeaths the $64,000 estate to the 
“millionaire rag picker” to Glen Ad- 
onis Gilbert of Galena, Il}., will be 
attacked in the Probate Court Tues- 
day, with expert testimony that 
Moynihan’s signature is a forgery. 

Gus V. R. Mechin, handWriting ex- 
pert, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Monday that the evidence of forgery 
is as clear in the Moynihan will as 
it was in the alleged will of William 
Marsh Rice, the Texas and New York 
millionaire. 

600 “Heirs” Seek Estate. 

The throwing out of the will would 
add greatly to the complexity of the 
strange case, in which 40 lawyers 
now are representing about 600 per- 
sons who declare themselves Moyni- 
han’s rightful heirs. The alleged will 
is the only document of its kind 
which has been filed, and with it out 
of the way, the many claimants 
would be virtually on the same foot- 


ing, and the problem before Probate 


Judge Holtcamp would be intricate 
and puzzling. 

The purported signature of Jerry 
Moynihan appears in two places on the 
alleged will. One is at the usual place 
at the end of the will; the other is to 
an appended document which purports 
to be an acknowledgment of paternity. 

The latter document is signed with 
the names of Jerry Moynihan an2 Mrs. 
Francis Cole, and states they are the 
parents of Glen Adonis Gilbert. 

Mechin for some time has been making 
a careful examination of the two signa- 
tures of Moynihan on the will. He has 
found them so exactly identical that he 
concluded. Monday: they ‘could not be 
genuine. Instead, he held, they must 
have been tracings from the same orig- 
inal. 

It is established, Mechimmn said, that no 
two signatures of the same person are 
exactly alike. To find two signatures 
on the same paper which are so nearly 
identical as those on the supposed Moy- 
ninan will, he said, proves that neither 
is genuine. 

To Testify They Are Tracings, 

He said he would swear, when the 
case comes before the court, that the 
signatures are tracings. One of the 
tracings, he said, was made with more 
ink than the other, but they show ex- 
actly the same length for every part of 
every letter, and the same odd breaks 
between the letters. No man intention- 
ally or unintentionally could have writ- 
ten the two signatures without a con:- 
mon copy to trace them from, he sail 

Lawyers in the case, who compared 
the signatures Monday, and who held 
the papers to the light, so that onz¢ 
signature was superposed above the 
other, agreed with him that they were 
identical beyond all common experiences 
of similarity. 

A search has been made for the orig- 
inal from which the alleged tracings 
might have been made. This search is 
said to have been successful, and law- 
yers interested in the case said that, if 
the will were defended in court, a check 
would be produced showing as close a 
resemblance to the two signatures as 
the latter show to each other. 

Letter Filed in Case, Too. 
One other claimant beside Gilbert has 


| filed a document which purports to bear 


Moynihan’s signature. She is Mrs. Nan- 
cy Shanahan of Lawrence, Mass., and 
she has filed a letter in which she is 
addressed as ‘“‘Dear cousin.’’ The letter 
is not in the nature of a will, and her 
only purpose in introducing it is to show 
that she is a near relative. 

Moynihan, who died two years ago, 
was known to his St. Louis acquaint- 
ances as a teamster of small means, 
a bachelor and a recluse. Public Ad- 
ministrator Troll took Gi.>rge of his es- 
tate, and found it to amount to $64,090, 
largely in the gilt-edge securities. On 
the announcement of this fact, relatives 
began to spring up. Several hundred 
cousins appeared, many of them in Ir«- 
land, There were also numerous broth- 
ers and sisters, and a collection of wid- 
ows and children. 

The widows and children dropped 
out as claimants, with the exception 
of Glen Gilbert and a rival claimant 
living in Canada, who is represented 
by Attorney H. A. Baker. The latter 
claimant proposes to prove that he 
was the son of Moynihan by a lawful 
marriage performed in Canada.

Lean, who married Miss Evelyn Walsh, 
the daughter of the late mining mil- 
lionaire; Thomag F. Walsh of Denver 
and Washington. Mrs. E. B. McLean 
is the possessor of the celebrated Hope 
diamond, which has been a “hoodoo” 
to many of its owners, and is the moth- 
er of Vincent Walsh McLean, the $10,- 
000,000 baby.”” His parents have taken 
extraordinary precautions against kid- 
napers, a steel cage being among the 
protections provided. 

Doctor Travels on Special. 

The trip which Barker made usually 
takes two or three days: by fast trains. 
It was done by the physician in about a 
day and a half.

Attorney Sager’s statement in full is 
as follows: 

“After a long conference between 
members of the family and friends it 
was decided to give out a statement in 
explanation. of yesterday’s unfortunate 
occurrence, in which Mr. Cole was in- 
nocently involved. 

“The truth is that Mr. Cole is a vic- 
tim of a plot and conspiracy to injure 
him, which is the result of a family 
fight that has been waging actively for 
the last 18 months. The facts are these: 

“Nathan Cole is his life and Rebecca 
I.. Col2, father and mother of Mr. 
Amedee Cole, organized a corporation 
under the name of the Nathan Cole In- 
vestment Co., with a capital stock of 


ceeded all their real and personal prop- 
erty. Th: stock of this company was 
placed in the hands of Mr. Frederick N. 
Judson of this city, with a provision 
that upon the death of Mr. Cole the en- 
tire income of the corporation was to go 
to Mrs. Cole, and upon her death to be 
divided equally between the children, 
Amedee B. Cols, Ernest Henry Cole, 
Nathan Cole Jr., Richard H. Cole, Her- 
man C, Cole, Percival V. Cole, Hallie 
Cole, Herbert and Rebo Cols Stiles. 

“For a long time Mr. Amedee Cole 
Was in entire charge of the management 
of the estate, but for the past two years 
the affairs have been out of his hands. 
Up until about 18 months ago there was 
wu voluntary monthly allowance to each 
of the heirs except Mr. Amedee Cole. of 
a modest but a comfortable sum. Then 
these payments were discontinued, and, 
as a result, friction followed. Mrs. Cole, 
who is 80 years old, and who is practical- 
ly confined to her room, is entirely un- 
der the direction and control of one of 
her children, to whom she has given 
absolute charge of her large income to 
the exclusion of the other heirs. 

“As a result there is much feeling and 
bitterness and charges and recrimina- 
tions have been made freely. Litigation 
looking’ to an accounting has been in 
contemplation and preparation. In this 
connection Mr. Cole has employed a de- 
tective agency and several private op- 
erators to investigate the expenditures 
of the funds of the estate. 

‘Mrs. Burt, who was with Mr. Cole at 
the time of the trouble, was, and has 
been for several months, employed in 
this work, She met Mr. Cole as she had 
done at many other times, to report 
her investigations. While seated at the 
table Mr. Burt, who was accompanied 
by two strange men, rushed #p to Mr. 
Cole and in a melodramatic manner ac- 
cused him of ruining his home. 

“We are at a loss to understand the 
conduct of Mr. Burt, for he knew Mr. 
Cole; Knew that his wife was working 
for Mr. Cole and knew that she was 
earning and receiving money for her 
services. He have tried to locate Mr. 
Burt to get from him some statement 
or explanation, but he is evidently out 
of the city. We can only conclude 
from the evidence we have that Mr. 
Burt was worked on and misled into 
this unwarranted act by someone op- 
posed to Mr. Cole in the settlement of 
the estate. 

“Tt ig an outrage and a brutal re- 
flection on the character of Mrs. Burt, 
who was well and favorably known to 
Mr. Cole's family for a number of years 
past. 

“These details are painful to Mr. Cole 
and his family and the skeleton was 
only dragged out because it was bound 
to come s@ner or later. As stated the 
meeting described was purely a busi- 
ness one and the assault unprovoked 
and in ovr opinion inapired wholly for 
the purpose of discrediting Mr. Cole.”

BILL TOABOLISH 
COMMISSION AIMS 
AT MISS RUMBOLD 


“Jiggers” Gallagher Will Intro- 
duce Measure to Do Away 
With Recreation Body. 








An ordinance abolishing the Public 
Recreation Commission and, placing the 
public playgrounds under the direction 
of the Park Department is being pre- 
pared by Delegate James J. (Jiggers) 
Gallagher, It will be introduced in the 
House of Delegates when the Assem- 
bly convenes Sept. 20. 

The elimination of the commission 
would remove Miss Charlotte Rumbold 
as secretary and she would be shorn 
of her powers over the various play- 
grounds and public bathhouses nnlee«s 
She be reappointed by the Park Com- 
missioner. The removal of Miss Rum- 
bold is the result sought to be accom- 
plished by members of the House of 
Delegates and City Council. 

A clause authorizing an investigation 
of the official acts of the Public Recre- 
ation Commission will be contained in 
the bill. Among the things the As- 
sembly expects to ask the members of 
the commission and Miss Rumbold ‘tv 
explain are why the children’s sand piie 
at the Mullanphy ‘playground was cun- 
verted into a stable, which housed two 
Park Department horses all summer. 
and why the only drinking water fur- 
nished to children at the playground ie 
from a hydrant in a horse trough fron 
which the horses are watered. 

An explanation will also be demanded 
as to the reason the sanitary drinking 
fountain in the playground was removed 
and stored in thea stable all summer. 


The bill will specify that the Public 
Recreation Commission is a_e uselex¢ 
board, according to Gallagher, and that 
the work now tis done by Miss Rumbol4 
and employes of the Park Department. 
The commission meéts monthly to ap- 
prove the acts of the secretary, who has 
full charge of playground affairs. The 
members serve without pay. Miss Rum- 
bold receives a salary from the city of 
$150 a month. 

The controversy began a month ago, 
when Gallagher asked Miss Rumbold to 
allow the Mullanphy playground to re- 
main open until 9 p. m. instead of clos- 
ing it at 5 p. m. dally. Miss Rumbold 
réfused to talk to Gallagher because 
of his abrupt manner, and has since 
maintained an attitude of silence on the 
controversy. Park Commissioner Davis 
recently told her she was wrong in her 
stand, and that it is her duty to answer 
questions of city officials.

Before 
the Aldrich crowd entered the in- 
dustry, Marshall Field & Co. were 
willing that the 60 per cent duties 
should be lowered.

preciable increase, excepting in the lace 
curtain industry, which is now firmly 
established and able to supply home 
requirements. In 1900 we imported $138,- 
750,000 worth of laces and embroideries 
and produced at home only $3,50000. The 
home production was profitable, but the 
imports had jumped to $37,500,000, due to 
the decrees of fashion calling for vast 
quantities of laces as accessories for 
women’s wear, 


DUTY AMPLE AT 40 PER CENT. 
The immense quantity of imports 
should not be interpreted as proof that 
the duty is not high enough to protect 
the American market. The largest job- 
bers of both imported and domestic laces 
agree that 40 per cent would be ample 
to protect every branch of the home 
industry. The added 30 per cent (the 
duty is 70, not 40), representing $1,089,- 
000 a year in duties—but vastly more 
before the goods reach the consumer 
—is an altogether unnecessary tax, even 
when we look at it from the viewpoint 
of the high protectionist. 

Laces and embroideries are no longer 
to be classed as luxuries under the 
American standard of living. What mi} 
girl or scrubwoman has not some scrap 
of cheap lace or embroidery on her 
clothing? How poor must be the home 
that does not afford at least a sash

Track Cannot Be Recent 
Wednesday Night Unless Al- 
terations Are Completed. 


Investigation by Post-Dispatch re- 
porters Monday has revealed that the 
Priester’s Park Motordrome, which was 
inaugurated with a fatal accident a week 
ago last Saturday night, and where one 
rider ;has since been dangerously in- 
jured, has been running without a per- 
mit from the Building, Commissioner or 
a license from the License Collector. 

Building Commissioner McKelvey said, 
when questioned by a reporter, Monday; 
that he had delayed the issuance of a 
permit because the arrangements for 
the safety of spectators are not what 
the law requires. Nevertheless, he has 
permitted the track to be used, he said, 
because he “did not wish to seem dis- 
courteous” to the management. He and 
eight-of his deputies have been at the 
motordrome every night it has been in 
use, to help in handling the crowds, and 
to take any measure necessary in case 
of trouble. 

More Exits Ordered. 

He said he had notified the manage- 
ment that, before the next events, 
Wednesday night, an additional tunnel 
must be provided to give egress from 
the field in the center of-the saucer- 
shaped track, and eight mors exits from 
the amphitheater above the track. There 
are now one tunnel and two exits, and 
in case of a stampede, these would not 
ke sufficient. 

He also said that, to prevent such an 
accident as that which occurred in 
Newark, N. J., Sunday, causing the 
dleath of five motordrome spectators and 
a racer, he would order a projection 
added to the wires netting around the 
rim, so that a motor cycle cannot climb 
over the rim. 

Unless these changes are made, ho 
said, he will not permit the track to-be 
used for the events billed for Wednes- 
day night. 

Chief of Police Young said, when told 
of the conditions under which the 
motordrome has been run, that he 
would order an inquiry to learn why 
policemen did not demand a license. It 
is ths duty of the police to see that new 
establishments have a license. 

McKelvey at Performances, 

Capt. Hickman, commanding the dis- 
trict in which the park is located, said 
he had supposed the proprietors had a 
license, and that he had been told ev- 
erything was satisfactory to the build- 
ing and license officials. The presence 
of McKelvey and his inspectors at the 
performances, he said, had sestrength- 
ened this impression. 

The license fee for places of amuse- 
ment is $2 a month. The park has a 
license, but the motordrome is believed 
to require a separate ficense. 

McKelvey said Monday that the li- 
cense question did not concern him, 
and that the only matter within his 
jurisdiction wag that the structure 
should conform to the building laws. 

“I could have prevented the opening 
of the place,’’ he said, “but I thought 
it better to permit the opening and to 
go there with my deputies and look aft- 
er the safety of the crowds, pending 
the necessary changes.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—That Prest- 
dent Taft wilt call Congress in extra 
session by Oct. 1 to consider whether the 
United States shall intervene in Mexi- 
co, was the general opinion among offi- 
cials of the State, War and Navy depart- 
ments today. These officials, whose 
names cannot be given, were unanimous 
in the opinion that intervention is in- 


evitable. 
“President Taft would have taken this 


step betore, but he was fearful such ac- 


tion would be a signal for a general mas- 
sacre of Americans in Mexico,” said a 
prominent official of the State Depart- 
ment. 

State, War. and Navy department of- 
ficials were emphatic in asserting that, 
whatever Taft does regarding Mexico, 
he will be actuated solely by a sense of 
duty and not politics. One official said: 

Like Philippine Chase. 

“In my judgment, President Taft will 
not recommend to Congress that the 
United States intervene, but will send to 
Congress a special message detailing 
conditions in Mexico and announce that 
he will no longer bear the responsibility 
cf protecting Americans and maintain- 
ing neutrality—that Congress will have 
io assume that responsibility.”’ 

Army officers say a campaign against 
Mexican guerillas would be a close par- 
allel to the chase after Aguinaldo, a 
campaign which could not be ended in 
less than two years and which would 
have results beyond ‘accurate prediction. 

Limit of Patience Reached. 

In corroboration of their opinions, 
Government officials called attention to 
the mission of Ambassador Catero to 
Mexico City, bearing a verbal message 
from President Taft to President Ma- 
dero, ‘“‘that tHe limit of patience of this 
Government has been reached.,”’ 

The reports from American officials 
in Mexico and along the Mexican fron- 
tier received at the State and War de- 
partments continued to be alarming. 

Major-General Wood said that the 
Twelfth Cavalry, stationed at Presidio, 
Cal., is being held in readiness for bor- 
der duty, and that it was likely that 
organization would get marching orders 
ir a short time. 

With the arrival of the Ninth and 
Thirteenth cavalries, Brigadier-General 
Steever will have 6000 men on the bor- 
der. This number, it is believed, will be 
sufficient to maintain an effective pa- 
trol between El Paso and the Pacific 
Ocean, but if the rebels become active 
east of El Paso, additional troops will 
be needed. The frontier is close to 3000 
miles in length and most of it is in the 
hands of the rebels. 

‘We will keep the troops on the bor- 

der until the revolution is over,’’ said 
Wood.

Texas Rangers. They are looking after 
the territory east of El Paso, with the 
assisfance of a few detachments of 
United States regulars. The regulars 
are stationed at the bridge crossings—

Favorable Crop Report Fails to St:mulate Values 
—Politics Is Factor With Interest Con- 
verged on Maine Election. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 


NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today, says: 

‘There were several points in today's 
news on which the Stock Exchange's 
attention was bound to be converged— 
notably the Maine State election, which 
was held today, and from which ‘the po- 
litical forecasters would draw fresh in- 
ferences as to November, the highly im- 
portant monthly Government estimate 
on the grain crops and the figures of 
cotton actually ginned in the first fort- 
night after the crop of 1912 had begun, 
in the southernmost plantations, to 
move to market, 

The result of the Maine election was 
naturally unknown at the close of the 
day’s business. 

Crep Report Is Excellent, 

But the crop report was at hand in 
the closing hour of business, and it more 
than fulfilled last week’s enthusiastic 
estimates of the trade. On the corn 
crop, for example, the Governments 
condition estimate of 82.1 per cent is 1 
per cent above August, nearly 12 per 
cent above last September and is the 
highest for this month since 1906 and the 
indicated crop is the largest in our his- 
tory. 

‘Whether the market’s attitude 
was in any respect governed by doubt 
over what would be the result of to 
day’s State election in Maine, may 
persane be doubted, In 1840, when the 

hig torchlight processions in Sep- 
tember sang joyously, “O, have you 
heard the news from Maine? that 
State election was possibly more of a 
forecast of November results even 
than Vermont’s vote was. But Maine's 
prophetic powers have been much im- 
paired_in these later days. 

“A ate whose September election 
was carried by the Democrats in 1880, 
the year when the Republicans elect- 
ed Garfield easily in November; which 
in Setpember, 1884, the ‘Cleveland 
year,’ polled the largest Republican 
governorship plurality in two dec- 
ades, and which in 1908, when Taft 
swept the United States, cut down 
its September Republican plurality 
to 7600, as against 26,800 in 1904— 
apparently that State ig an untrust- 
worthy barometer. 

“On the other hand, even Wall 
street will watch to see how the 
Maine Democrats today hold their po- 
sition against a nominally united op- 
osition. No third party ticket is 

eing voted for in Maine today, as 
was the case last Tuesday in Ver- 
mont, and the Democrats carried the 
State in the off-year election of two 
years ago, for the first time since 
1880. In 1908 the fall in the Maine 
September plurality frightened Wall 
street, It remains tagbe seen, how- 
ever, whether the present stock mar- 
ket has the capacity for either po- 
litical fright or — exultation.”
